A United States trade surplus of 
$3 billion to $4 billion was forecast for 
19 7 4 by C. Fred Bergstein, senior Fel­ 
low at the Brookings Institute and for­ 
mer economic adv isor to Henry A. 
Kissinger. 
Bergsten took part in a 
seminar on business in 19 7 4 by the 
Conference 
Board 
at 
the 
Waldorf- 
Astoria in New York. 
Bergsten also predicted that major 
chang es in foreign, direct inv estment 
is bound to strengthen the dollar. He 
said that many American companies 
are also cutting back or ev en eliminat­ 
ing 
ex penditures. 
Changes 
in 
cost 
calculations caused by ex change rate 
changes are the cause. 
Many foreign countries will be in­ 
v esting here and the tight money mar­ 
ket will strengthen the dollar further, 
said Bergsten. 
He recalled that the 
credit crunch of 19 69 7 0 induced re­ 
patriation of $15 billion by American 
hanks. 
The amount of dollars abroad 
now—termed the “ ov erhang ” —he es­ 


timated to be $100 billion, prov iding an 
ev en larger potential source of dollar 
reflows now. 
Howev er, Bergsten did not try to pre­ 
dict the outlook for the dollar in 19 7 4. 
Kv en a strong current balance of pay ­ 
ments does not necessarily mean a 
strong dollar, he warned. 
To renew 
the risk of renewed dollar deprecia­ 
tion, something that no one in 
an 
official position in the U.S. Gov ern­ 
ment ev en contemplates, Bergsten em­ 
phasized that it was essential to “ con­ 
solidate the dollar ov erhang.” 
By that, he meant that the huge

brought home so that they do not act 
as temptation to speculators who hav e 
again and again found it profitable to 
sell dollars. The climate in this coun­ 
try inv ites dollars back home and the 
time for their repatriation cannot be 
more profitable, while at the same 
time their return would also be helpful 
to business and the economy generally .

The ag reement of House and Senate 
conferees on a $9 .9 billion fund, for 
farm, food stamp, school milk, en­ 
v ironment and consumer protection, 
includes $9 7 million to reinstate spe 
cial milk programs that were cut off 
for 40 million of the nation's school 
children just before the start of school 
last month. 
Though the smallest item in the fund, 
it attracted plenty of attention.

g iv e attention to the inherent 
rights of nations.

Translated, let 
us say into a community in 
which on the one hand there 
is abundanre and on the other 
hand starv ation, the starv ing 
man is not — according to 
Christian principle — guilty
